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WHERE ARE THEY? 


The Anxious Inquiry of the Friends of 
Prof. Wise and Geo. Burr. 


Grave Fears Excited as to the Fate of the 
Venturesome Balloonists. 


Nothing Heard of the ‘‘Pathfinder” and Its 
Daring Voyageurs. 


There is an intense excitement prevailing 
amongst the pablic as to the fate of the aerial 
voyugeurs, Prot. Wise and young Mr. George 
Burr, the receiving teller of the St. Louwis Na- 
tional bank. At3p. m. to-day no intelligence 
had been received from the balloonists, and 
the gravest fears are aroused as to their safety. 

It will be remembered that Prof. Wise made 
his ascension on Sunday afternoon last, short- 
ly after 5 o'clock, accompanied by George 
Lurr, the receiving teller ef the St. Louts Na- 
tionul Dank. It was announced far and wide 
that Mr. Charles Gonter, the Recorder, was to 
accompany Prof. Wise on his nocturnal aerial 
trip, but it appeurs that there wags scarcely 
room for one in the frail basket which bore 
two human beings alopt. The balloon had 
been named the ‘‘Pathtinver.’’ From the first 
there was a chapter of accidents that certainly 
did not prognosticate goou. 
part of the netting was broken, and it was only 
hastily repaired, it is truc, with beaver string, 
but whether the network 
strong as it should be is 
questionable. In fact, there was 
considerable Criticism as to the streneth 
of the netting, which to the uninitiated obsery- 
er looked exceedingly frail, The eapacity of 
the balloon was 35,v00 teet, but during the ex 
pansion it became so unmansgeable that about 
10,000 feet were expelled, s0 that in reality 
only about 25,000 cubic feet remained. In tact 
the amount of gas was barely sutflicient to 
tuke up the professor and his companion. 
Very Jittle ballast was therefore’ taken 
upand a drag-rope about 1,200 feet long, 
weighing about 100 pounds. When everything 
was ready Prof. Wise and Mr. Burr got intothe 
basket, the signal was given, andthe air ship 
Was sent on its perilous trip. 

AN ACCIDENT 

almost occurred asthe balloon, in its ascen- 
sion, bounded ugainst a tree and the aeronants 
barely escaped. Asthe balloon passed 
the Fair Grounds, showers of eir- 
culars were sent down by the travelers, and 
finally the drag rope was cut. The balloon 
was next observed passing over Alton, and 
yesterday there was arumor tothe effect that 
it had been noticed at Laporte, Indiana, bear- 
ing directly in the direction of the lakes. 
There is no aoubt that the descent of the voy- 
neeurs would be extremely perilous, fromthe 
fact that they were without drag or grappling: 
rope, and without suflicient ballast. 
This wouid make the aliyhting 
one of more than ordinary difiiculty. 

A reporter of the P.-D. called st the St. Louis 
National Bank this afternoon ft ascertain 
whether anything had been heard frem Mr. 
Burr, who had promised to telegraph the bank 
as soon as a landing was effected. Nothing, 
however, had been learned of his whereabouts, 
and the gravest solicitude was expressed for 
his safety. A call was ga~lso made at 
Mabley, the clothier's, who had arranged with 
Prof. Wise tobe the recipient of the firsttele 
eras the voyageurs wouldsend. Here likewise 
noinformation was to be gleaned, and the 
most lively tears were expressed as to the fate 
oft the balloeonists. 

It is now 

FORTY-EIGHT HOURS 
since Prof. Wise and his companion left terra 
firma, and nottbe slizhtest information has 
been learned ot their whereabouts’ 

Vrefessor John Wise is now in his seventy- 
first year, and is a well-known acrenaut. He 
isa native of Bucks county, Pennsylvania, and 
belongs to an old Dutch family of the name ot 
Weiss. This is his 463d ascension; his last 
aerial trip oceurred at Sterling. Ill., about two 
or three weeks’ ago. l’rofessor Wise has 
a national reputation tor his attainments in 
the science of meteorology. He is one of the 
fellows of the~- Philadelphia Academy of 
Science, andhas written a book upon acro- 
nautics. Mr. Wise resides now at Louisiana, 
Mo., where he owns asmall farm. Me has «x 
nephew, Mr. J. F. Downey, who also dwells at 
ihe same place, and is editor of the Louisiana 
and Missouri Journal. Hi« niece, Miss Lizzie 
Ihling Wise, has also acyuired fame asan 
sxeronaut. Hiss@an, John Wise, Jr., who ia 
seventeen, is already a protessional aeronaut 
and hes made numerous ascénsions, 

Mr. George Burr, the companion of Prof. 
Wise, hus an infatuation tor balloon ascen- 
sions. He made his first mid aip trip last year, 
about June. Prot. schotts was the aeronaunt, 
anda Mr. Burr paid him $10 forthe privilege of 
accompanying him. The third man on that 
trip was A Post- DISPATCH re- 
porter. The trio, however, made 
a fortunate landing a few miles out andre- 
turned to town on acountry wagon. Mr. Burr 
was even then unfortunate, for in alighting he 
did not spring into the ropes,and consequently 
in the concussion he severely sprained his 
ankle and suffered from the injury for some 
weeks afterwards. tis ardor for balloon trips 
does not, however, appear to have been damp 
ened and he made arrangements to accompany 
rot. Wise. 

There will be a general feeling of relief if the 
two acrial voyageurs should report themselves 
safe and sound,but the interval that bas clapse1 
since the ascension andthe trail state of the 
balloon justiiy the worst suspicions entertain- 
ed of their safety. 

The apprehension ia 
Prof. Wise and Geo. 


expressed that both 
jurr have perished in 
Lake Michigan or landed in the thick pine 
foreststhat line its shore. In the latter case 
they might wander for twoorthree days before 
reaching buman habitation, or they might be 
entirely tost. If they alighted on the take, 
their fate is beyond a doubt.
